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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's arguments in page 
13 first paragraph that "the 'Keep-alive- time' for a connection between the gateway computer and a remote communication server 'can 
be fixed interval or can be determined adaptively based on past communication characteristics.' Sridhar et al. Nowhere teach that the 
fixed interval is reset based on current activity of the application program in communicating with the server" Examiner notes that 
Sridhar's "Keep-alive- time" is the period of time the connection persists. It is this period of time where the connection persists that can 
be a fixed interval. When the interval reaches its upper bound limit (timeout period), there is no persistent connection. Therefore, the 
'Keep-alive- time" is based on the current activity of the application program (col. 18, lines 59-67). Applicant also argues " the examiner 
has not indicated where Sridhar et al. teach that the client has an application interface that allows such a connection to be made without 
involving the application program" (page 14 and 16, first paragraphs). Examiner notes that Sridhar shows "Winsock2 1520 includes 
interfaces to name service providers and to transport service providers. A name service provider is a software module that translates 
host names, in the form of character strings, into a lower-level address that are then used by transport service providers, such as a TCP 
service provider... In FIG. 15, layered service module (LSM) 1540 provides standard transport protocol services, such as TCP-based 
transport services, to Winsock2 1520 according to the Microsoft Winsock2 Service Provider Interface (SPI) and therefore behaves as a 
transport service provider. Directory module 1550 provides IP-based name services to Winsock2 1520. Together, directory module 1550 
and layered service module 1540 are part of a redirector 1530 which determines whether an alternative communication protocol can be 
used on a particular TCP/IP connection request from client application 1510 to a server computer, and provides an interface to transport 
services 1590 used to pass data to and from that server computer." (Col. 24, lines 39-61). Therefore, Sridhar clearly shows that 
interfaces 1520 and 1535 communicating redirector 1530 providing an interface to transport service 1590 to pass data to and from 
servers. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that 
obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where 
there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally 
available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1 071 , 5 USPQ2d 1 596 (Fed, Cir, 1 988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 
347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, Chorn provides a system having service requests with sequence indicator. One 
ordinary skill in the art would be motivated to use Chorn's system in combination with Sridhar's system to avoid problems caused by 
processing transactions out of order. 
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
